At the national level the unemployment rate 
remained steady at [1.] per cent following an 
increase from 10.8 per cent in April 1993.

Exports (excluding re-exports) from Victoria 
increased from $1,069.1 million in September 1995 to 
$1,182 million in October 1993, an increase of 10.6 
percent. Victorian exports increased by 47.1 per cent 
in October 1993 compared with October 1992.
